1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
references found alone or in combination disclosed a parking assisting device having a detecting 
means that detects a turning position of a vehicle based on a reference turning position of the 
vehicle obtained from a reference setting means that includes a notifying means that notifies the 
driver of parking assisting information concerning a target guiding position based on the detected 
turning position of the vehicle, such that the notifying means utilizes notifying information that 
consists of two kinds of information among three states, that notifies the driver where the vehicle 
is in front of a target guiding position and has moved past or beyond a target guiding position 
using one form of information and having another state where the notifying means uses another 
form of information to notify the driver the vehicle is has reached a target guiding position or 
wherein the notifying means utilizes a brake operation guiding sound in a first position before 
the vehicle reaches a target guiding position for guiding the driver at a start of a brake operation 
as understood by applicant remarks.
